Continuation of 3. NOTE: the amendment to claim 12 resutis in a claim scope that has not been previously considered. Previously claim 
12 depended to 1 1, now 12 depends to the combination of 1 1 and 13, which has never been considered by the examiner. The same 
applies to claim 15. The subject matter of claim 13 was not previously in the scope of claim 15.. 
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With respect to the traversal of the 102(a) rejection for claims 22,23,25,26, the 
argument is non-persuasive. The reasoning is the same as the examiner has 
previously set forth. A person can voluntarily return the equipment that has been leased 
as claimed. The examiner refers applicant to the rebuttal comments made by the 
examiner in the Final Rejection. 

The traversal of the 102(b) rejection for claims 32 and 33 is non-persuasive. In 
response to applicant's argument that the prior art is not disclosing the leasing of a 
computer, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a 
structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to 
patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is 
capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a 
process of making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as 
compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 370 F.2d 576, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) 
and In re Otto, 312 F.2d 937, 939, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). The claims are 
directed to a system that is used for leasing computers. The computers are the 
intended use of the system and arguing what the specific item being leased is, does not 
render the system claims patentable. 

The other arguments for other claims that contain "features generally similar to 
those included in claim...." is taken as just an allegation of patentability and is found 
non-persuasive. Having features ''generally similar"' io other claims does not mean that 
the features are the same and that the previous argument is then applicable to the other 
claims. Applicant must specifically point out what is considered to be novel. 
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
